tice shall he given to the commission 
of the time and place fixed for said 
hearing; 


Two Judges M u s t Concur. 


That such order shall not be made 
unless 
t\ym~ judges 
of tile 
court to 
which application is made shall concur 
in such interlocutory order or decree; 
That an appeal from such interlocu­ 
tory order or decree may be taken 
within 
thirty days 
from the 
entry 
thereof, but shall lie only to tile su­ 
preme court of the United States; 
That tile rate making section of tho 
bill shall not be amended. 
Senator Allison’s return to the sen­ 
ate during the day after a brief illness 
bad much to do with the additional 
agreements. 
It was during his illness 
that the compromise proposition which 
bears his name was given publication. 
W hile he mud? no complaint against 
the position in which he was placed by 
th e compromise amendment, he made 
it clear by his course that lie did not 
think he had been treated fairly by 
senators who announced that he had 
paved the way to a m eeting ground 
for the contesting Republican factions 
To friends of lite bill who looked upon 
the compromise as a surrender to rail­ 
road interests, he said the amendment 
did not preculde further amendments, 
which would expedite tile review. Ile 


disposed finally of the argument that 
an insistence 
for such 
amendments 
would be a breach of faith with tile 
conservatives who had accepted the 
compromise. 
He did this by saying 
that there had been no agreement The 
effect 
of 
this 
statem ent was 
the 
threatened overturning of the compro­ 
m ise and 
negotiations were 
at once 
opened between the two forces. 


Made a Formidable Army. 


Senators Dolliver, Long, Clapp and 
several other Republicans 
who had 
opposed the amendment declared that 
if the Allison compromise was adopted 
it must be followed with the provisions 
before stated. 
Senator Allison aided 
rhein in their campaign, and a major­ 
ity of the Democrats, loud in criticism 
of the action of the president in de 
d arin g that the Overman amendment 
was not vital, joined the ranks and 
the whole made 
a formidable army. 
The compromise disappeared as if by 
magic. 
Finally, 
Senators 
Aldrich, 
Knox, Crane, Foraker, 
Lodge and a 
number of others agreed that if the 
Allison amendment were adopted they 
would consent to the adoption of some 
such amendments as that offered by 
Senator Overman providing for no­ 
tice to the adverse party before pre­ 
liminary injunctions are 
issued sus­ 
pending orders of the interstate com ­ 
merce commission, and that offered by 
Senator Bacon 
providing that such 
preliminary order shall be concurred 
in by two judges. 
They agreed fur­ 
ther that appeals from such interlocu­ 
tory orders or preliminary injunctions 
should he made direct to the supreme 
court. 


Obtained Another Agreement. 


Friends of the bill held out for still 
another agreement and that was that 
S dji& n. 1 of the hill, which amends 
Si .tion lf* of tile interstate commerce 
act, should 
be left as it 
passed the 


house. 
Tile conservative faction de­ 
murred at this suggestion, but after a 
conference in Senator Aldrich’s room 
agreed to it. 
The section is the one 
that provides 
that the 
commission 
shall make rates which, in its judg­ 
ment, shall he 
Just and reasonable. 
The conservative faction 
desired to 
strike out the words “in its judgment.” 
Unquestionably, declared the friends 
of the measure, that would compel the 
courts to review the action of tne com­ 
mission as to the justness and reason- 
obleness of the rates fixed. 
Under the 
language of the house bill they believe 


Blat the courts will 
not review that 
question. 
The conferences, it is believed, have 
about disposed of the points in dis­ 
pute. 
The agreement reached by Re­ 
publican leaders is a concession to the 
Democrats.

St. Petersburg, May 8.— Another of 
the kaleidoscopic changes in the po­ 
litical situation to which Russia is lie- 
coming accustomed 
occurred late at 
night when, with 
utter unexpected­ 
ness, the draft of the fundamental law 
which was supposed to have perished 
with the Witte regime was officially 
promulgated and made the permanent 
basis of the Russian state, unalterable 
except, on the initiative 
of Emperor 
Nicholas or ids successors. 
Though the draft of the fundamental 
law has undergone coniderable editing 
and numerous 
minor changes 
have 
been made in it, in essence it remains 
identical with the project made pub­ 
lic on April 24, which evoked a storm 
of anger 
and condemnation 
by the 
dominant Liberal party. 
Published at 
the present instant, when the people 
had been led to believe that the un­ 
popular draft had been dropped and 
when the dismissal of the old cabinet 
was accepted as an indication of the 
desire on tile part of the government 
to join hands with the national parlia­ 
ment, the news will arouse still great­ 
er indignation and threatens to undo 
all tile work of Professor Milukoff and 
Hie 
other Constitutional 
Democraic 
leaders in Hie cause of moderation. 
The flew fundamental 
law of the 
empire, signed May 5, contains eightv- 
two articles dealing with tile nature of 
Hie imperial power, the rights and du­ 
ties of citizens, the methods of legisla­ 
tion. Hie rights and limitations of the 
national assembly and council of the 
empire, and the constitution and re- 
sponsiblities of the council of minis­ 
ters. 
The only modification in the “con­ 
stitution” as published which meets 
with favor is the elimination of the 
provision empowering the emperor to 
fix salaries and pensions of officials, 
thereby subjecting even the judiciary 
to the possibility of undue financial in­ 
fluence. 
All the other changes are in 
the direction of further buttressing tile 
imperial power, protecting the crown 
lands and properties from interference 
by the parliament and giving the em 
peror power to 
conclude loans inde­ 
pendently should the parliament refuse 
to pass the budget.

Sw eet potatoes ami celery make a de­ 
cided addition to the bill of fare but 
when shipped in are too expensive for 
tho ordinary family. They can both be 
raised 
successfully, 
however in 
the 
warm sandy soil of Crow W ing county. 
This is especially true in the town gar­ 
dens where water is available. 
Several 
Brainerd people raise celery every year, 
Mrs. Dan Doran being one of the most 
successful. 
Last fall she not only raised 
all they wanted until well into the win­ 
ter but gave away 
several hundred 
bunches. Tho seed is planted in a shelt­ 
ered seed bed early in the spring. 
It 
takes six weeks for the plants to come 
up so they should be planted at once. 
When there are four leaves on the plant 
ii is ready for transplantation to the 
trench. 
The bed must not be permit­ 
ted to dry out during the germination 
of tho seed, especially during the last 
half of the time. 
The trench should be 
about a foot wide and six inches deep,

well rotted horse manure being worked 
into the soil. 
As the plants grow the 
soil should be drawn up around the 
plants to blanch them. 
Tho early self­ 
blanching varieties are usually the best 
for beginners to try. 


Tho following from W allaces’ Farmer 
in answer to a query from Wisconsin, is 
well adapted to this section. 
Plants 
can usually be secured from a green­ 
house cheaper than raising them, es­ 
pecially where the season is so short as 
hero. 
The sweet potato requires a deep, 
well drained sandy loam liberally sup­ 
plied with well rotted manure and wood 
ashes where they are available. 
Tho 
seed bed should bo thoroughly pre­ 
pared. 
One can either buy slips from 
seedsmen or farmers, who have started 
them in hotbeds, or ho can buy sweet 
potatoes and start them in hotbeds, and 
thus provide his own slips. 
Tho slip is 
sprout which grows out 
when planted. 
In the north the potatoes should be 
laid on a mild hotbed and covered two 
inches deep with loose soil or leaf mold. 
When the shoots are from three to five 
inches high they are broken off next 
tho tuber and set in the field. 
The 
plants are usually sot in drills 2.5 to 3 
feet apart and from 1*2 to IS inches 
apart iii 
tho drill 
Tf set 18x36 9,680 
plants are required to tho acre, which 
should be produced by two or three 
bushels of seed tubers. 
A good average 
yield is from *2<K) to IOO bushels per acre.

Miners Have Little to Say. 


The m iners had little to say regard­ 
ing the agreem ent, except that it was 
the best they could get. 
They pointed 
out, however, that the agreem ent en ­ 
tered into is the first general agree­ 
m ent that has ever been signed be­ 
tween the operators and m iners, and 
they look upon it as a stet) forward in 
their efforts to 
have regular 
ag ree­ 
m ents with their em ployers. 
W hile tin* com pact entered into w as 
predicted last w eek, 
the agreem en t 
w as not roached without a final stru g­ 
gle on the part of the m iners to get 
som ething more. 
President Mitchell, 
in stating to tile operators the action 
of 
the Scranton 
convention, 
asked 
that the proposed agreem ent he m ade 
for two years. 
In 
arguing for the 
two-year term he said the cost of liv­ 
ing might 
increase 
considerably in 
three years and that other ch an ges in 
the m ining industry might com e that 
would m ake the present w a g e scale 
unfair to tile men. 
T he operators in 
their reply said they felt that any con ­ 
tingency that might arise was covered 
by the award of the strike com m ission 
and they concluded by asking that the 
award be continued for three years. 
This was then agreed to. 
In taking 
up the question 
of d is­ 
crimination against som e of tho men. 
ft was the intention of (he m ine ow n­ 
ers to take back only such men as they 
chose 
to reem p loy, 
but 
President 
Mitchell con tested this point so strong­ 
ly that the operators w ithdrew it. 
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Iu the tw o previous articles on se ed ­ 
ing that 
have 
been furni-dn I 
the 
N orthw estern press 
the writer 
has 
rather strongly favored the seeding of 
flaxseed, barley and durum wheat. 
To a very large extent the strong 
export situation in all three of th ese 
grains has been the main reason for 
feeling that they would prove the m ost 
profitable 
crops 
for 
N orthw estern 
grain growers. 
During the past eight 
moat its w e have exported quite largely 
of flaxseed, barley and durum w heat 
and not very largely of either spring 
or winter w h ea t or flour, although it 
Is generally conceded that the country 
raised a liberal export surplus of both 
w inter and spring wheat. 
It is undoubtedly a fact that sp ecu ­ 
lative influences w ere instrum ental in 
keeping our w heat m arkets above tin 
export basts and thereby keeping the 
surplus in tho country to be carried 
into the new crop. 
On tho o lh cr hand the export de­ 
mand in the three grains m entioned 
above has been good throughout the 
entire 
year 
and 
practically 
every 
bushel available has been cleaned up 
and we shall go into the new year with 
Clean boards or nearly so. 
T his is especially true of flaxseed. 
E ver since the large crop of 1902 this 
country has been lugging along a large 
surplus of seed, all of which has been 
consum ed or sold for export this year, 
and the foreign situation is still very 
strong. 
As late as April 20 one of the 
very hest posted students of European 
teed conditions in writing the author 
said: 
“T he ev e n ts of the past few* days 
have m ade the situation clearer and it 
would appear as if this season s sup­ 
plies would prove lighter than ex p ect­ 
ed. especially from Argentino. 
India 
also has lessen ed her offers and B om ­ 
bay advices state that this y ea r’s e x ­ 
ports are not likely to exceed 3,500,000 
to 
4,OOO,OOO 
bushels, com pared with 
7,500,000 bushels last year.” 
In view of the above statem en ts and 
the 
fact 
that A m erican supplies of 
seed have been, or will be, pretty well 
cleaned up a short summ ary of the 
European situation for tw o years past 
and the supplies of seed in sight for 
tile current calendar year will prob­ 
ably prove interesting. 
The European crop years in seed, it 
should lie rem em bered, coincide with 
the calendar yeur and sta tistics are 
m ade up from January to .January. 
T he follow ing table show s the exports 
of seed to E urope during each of the 
past two years and the am ount e x ­ 
pected d in in g the current year, as fig­ 
ured by the best posted authorities:

year is a big drop and that it is so re­ 
garded by Europe is evidenced by the 
fact that they have bought so freely 
of the U nited States seed during the 
past three m onths and are still buy­ 
ing. 
It is altogether likely that w ith­ 
out the large shipm ents of 1904, part 
of which w ere carried into 1905, E u ­ 
rope would have been unable to get 
along with the sm all 44,000,000 bushel 
shipm ents of last year and w ith less 
quantities in sight for this year it is 
possible to run into very high prices 
for seed during the en su ing tw elve 
months. 
Of course every farmer m ust figure 
out tor h im self the crop that is liable 
to prove the m ost profitable to him. 
being guided largely by conditions on 
his own farm, hut. it does seem that at 
a confidential-! 80 cents for wheat and $1.20 for flax 
a little area seeded to flaxseed would 
prove profitable. 
A very im portant item to he rem em ­ 
bered iii connection with the seed ing 
of flaxseed this year is the universally 
excellent quality of the seed available 
for seeding. 
It is doubtful if seed of 
such a good quality was ever before 
available in the quantities In which it 
can he had this year and too much 
stress cannot be made of this point. 
Practically all of the 1905 seed was 
equal to pedigreed seed, w as alm ost 
entirely free of wilt and in oil produc­ 
ing 
qualities was very satisfactory. 
Seed of that character should produce 
better than average yields and should 
be valuable for seeding purposes a n ­ 
other year.
